The un- 
fottanate crimioal utterly refused to believe, up 
to the last moment, thas he was really to suffer 
the extreme pénaity of the law, and it was onl 
when he was brought face to face with the . 
fold, and saw his den ooffin, that he lost ail 
hope. 

The execution was private, only a few person 
being al.owed to enter the stockade which had 
been e:écted around thé gallows. Yarbrough 
was brought down from his cell in the jali bout 
1 o'clock, ahd when be saw the slabordte prepa- 
rations that bad been made, aod real tust 
he was to die, de wept aud cried and trembled, 
and supplicaced those present to save him from 
the galiows.

When the present Corpo- 
ration Counsel was appointed at a salary of 
$6,000, there was also appointed an Assist- 
ant for him at $5,000 a year,—a thing that 
had never been done before. With four at- 
torneys and as many more clerks in the De- 
partment, the idea of employing four 
additional counsel to give an opinion to vio- 
late a temporary injunction is so preposter- 
ous that it needs only to be mentioned to be 
appreciated. The temporary in junction 
which was violated by the advice of these at- 
torneys was a common, every-day form of 
practice, resorted to for the purpose of giy- 
ing both sides a full opportunity to argue 
the case and preserving the status quo, The 
violation of such an injunction is simply un- 
precedented, and the legal gentlemen who 
are responsible for it not only pay 
their own fines for the contempt they com- 
mitted, but also look to their individual em- 
ployers and not to the city for such fees as 
their bad advice deserves. 

WHISKEY. 

During the fiscal year which ended June 
80, 1870, 71,387,099 gallons of spirits were 
produced and taxed in the United States. If 
the consumption was only 68,000, 000 gallons 
in that year, which is perhaps a fair infer- 
ence from the amount produced, and is cer- 
tainly not an under estimate, the amount 
consumed in the last fiscal year must have 
been much greater ; for the population of the 
United States has increased about 13 or 14 
per cent during the five years, and the de- 
mand for spirits his doubtless kept pace with 
this increase. During four years, then, the 
consumption of whisky would have become 
about 18 per cent greater. If it was 
68,000,000 gallons in 1870, it must have been 
76,840,000 in the year ending June 30, 1874. 
A tax should have been levied and collected 
on this amount. Instead of this, the tax 
collected really represents only 68,805,000 
gallons. This single fact is in itself proof of 
great fraud. The New York Tribune's esti- 
mate that 15,000,000 gallons of “‘ crooked 
whisky” are put on the market every year 
may be slightly exaggerated, but there can be 
no reasonable doubt that the number is well 
up in the millions. 

The tax on whisky should be $1 a gallon, 
and every cent of it ought to be, and can be, 
collected. H this were done, the revenue 
from this source, next year, would amount to 
at least $80,000,000. The British whisky-tax 
amounts to $2.43, gold, per gallon. It is 
levied on the raw material, the mash instead | 
of on the product, estimating so much mash 
per gallon, and its evasion is extremely dit. 
ficult. The Enghsh revenue from this source, 
last year, was about $72,000,000 in gold, on 
30,000, 000 gallons. What do we need in order 
to obtain the same result? ‘We need, first, a 
thoroughly honest and intelligent Secretary 
of the Treasury, and we have him. We 
need, next, a Civil Service, in which men 
are chosen for personal, not political, capacity, 
and in which tenure of office depends solely 
upon good behavior. This we have not. We 
perhaps need, too, a new system of assessing 
and collecting the tax, although this is not 
certain. The English system might serve as 
a model, and it has been suggested that dis- 
tilleries should be taxed on their full capacity, 
and required to pay this license-fee whether 
or not they run up to their capacity. These 
ideas should b carefully considered, for if 
the present status of the Civil Service and 
perhaps if the present tax-system is contin- 
ued, the frauds of 18765 will be repeated

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THT JUDICIARY OF ILLINOIS.

WLan has shown himself to be « 
dangerous man on the Bench, and a disgrace to the 
judicial office, To impeach and depose him from the 
office he disgraces will be a plain duty of the next 
General Assembly. Events have abundantly shown 
that nothing less than the deposition of this unworthy, 
malignant, and dangerous judicial demagogue will re- 
deem the judiciary of Illinois from the disgrace which 
his misbehavior has brought upon it. 

Of course, this vitaperative denunciation 
of Judge WI.unm amounts to nothing. 
Substantially the same language has been ad- 
dressed by the same paper to scores of other 
persons, of various professions and in va- 
rious walks of life. That kind of ribald 
abuse by that paper is so familiar to the pub- 
lic that its omission would attract far more 
attention than its publication. The Time 
has just now assumed the mission of driving 
Judge WWII from the Bench, just as at 
other times it has assumed the mission of 
driving other persons to abandon office, to

man on the Bench for a judicial act in which 
all his associates on the Bench in Illinois will 
concur, merely exhibits the personal malig- 
nity of the abuse. 

So far from the decision being demagogi- 
eal, it was quite the reverse, unless, indeed, to 
render judgments in favor of law and order, 
decency, and public and professional pro- 
against the ballot-box stuffing bummers, and 
against a deliberate attempt to break down 
the popular respect for law and the courts. 
Had Judge WIIaAaus quailed before the per- 
sonal abuse dealt out to him, had he weak- 
ened before the pleas of the counsel who 
were their own clients, had he overlooked the 
intentional disrespect shown to him, then he 
would have failed in his duty, and been oben 
to the reproach of being unfit for the office 
he holds. When a Court refuses or neglects 
to protect the execution of its on writs, 
then the Court brings all law and courts into 
disrepute. This is what it was attempted to 
force Judge WIILAaus to do, but he met the 
emergency with » firmness and a dignity 
honorable to himself and creditable to the 
judiciary of Illinois. 


THAT FIRST SHOT. 

The “shot heard round the world” has 
given rise in these latter days to a contro- 
versy heard round every New England fire- 
side. Who fired it? All the speech-making 
and toast-drinking of the centennial of the 
shot did not settle this question. As soon as 
the orators of the rival towns of Lexington 
and Concord were dumb, the old strife be- 
gan again. ‘The descendants of the em- 
battled farmers” were hopelessly at logger- 
heads over it, and the restoration of peace 
seemed impossible. At last the question is 
settled. Contemporary history, solemnly 
sworn to, has proved that Lexington, not 
Concord, pulled the trigger that struck the 
flint that fired the powder that shot the bullet, 
that began the battle of April 19, 1775. 

The contemporary history consists of the 
official record of the proceedings of the Con- 
tinental Congress. This Congress sat from 
Monday, Sept. 5, 1774, to Monday, March 2, 
1789. On the first of these dates, the dele- 
gates of eleven Colonies were present. On 
the second, the old Confederation, then 
within two days of its formal extinction, was 
represented in Congress by one man, Pari 
PLL, of New York. The first volume of the 
journal of this forgotten body contains « 
number of depositions taken within a week 
of the Lexington-Concord fight, and forward- 
ed to the Continental Congress at Phila- 
delphia by the Provincial Congress of Massa- 
chusetts, apparently in lieu of an official 
report of the skirmish. These depositions 
give a full account of the whole affair. They 
are by the eommandantsof the militia of each 
town, by soldiers and spectators, and by an 
officer of the famous “ King’s Own” regi- 
ment, crippled and captured during the fight. 
These affidavits tell a stery which gives Lex- 
ington’ good right to elaim the whole credit 
for the first shot. According to this story, 
the grenadiers, 800 strong, fired on the 70 
militiamen of Lexington at 5 o'clock in the 
morning of April 19, and several of the Con- 
tinentals returned the fire. On this last 
point, the declarations are clear and conclu- 
sive. Five hours before the fight at Concord 
bridge, the Lexington provincials maintained 
a brisk running fight with the regulars. 
There seems, indeed, to have been more run 
than fightin it, but yet more than one old 
musket went off, and the first shot was thus 
really fired on Lexington green. 

THE POLITICAL WHAT-IS-IT. 

The principal despair of the heterogeneous 
mass of local politicians and office-seekers out 
of business, who are trying to form a wing, 
with Mr. Hzsnvc in the centre, for the manage- 
ment of the Presidential campaign in Chicago 
and Cook County, seems to be the matter of 
names, both general and specific.

OSITIES. 

It is impossible to calculate the indirect 
cost of collecting the customs revenue of the 
country. It comprises the whole “protec- 
tionist steal,” the pay of a small army of de- 
tectives, and time and toil and money spent 
to influence Congressional ation in favor of 
the few at the expense of the many, the loss 
on sickly industries foreed into unnatural 
growth by hot-house pressure, and the wide- 
spread demoralization of the eommunity. 
The direct cost of collection is, however, 
ascertainable. The annual report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury gives the data, and 
a pretty story it is that they tell. 

There are 136 ports of entry in this coun- 
try. The names of many of these are 
strangely unfamiliar, and their accounts seem 
to show that no vessel ever touches their 
moldy old wharves or gives the political 
barnacles within their custom-houses any- 
thing todo. The State of Maine has a stern 
and custom-house-bound coast. Judged by 
the cost of its share of the service, every 
rock uncovered by tide-water has a revenue 
official sitting on it. Judged by its collection 
returns, the arrival of a sail-boat with $10 worth 
of dutiable goods en board is a phenomenon. 
At Bangor, Me., twelve vigilant officials suc- 
ceeded im spending $10,457 in order to col- 
lect $6,551. At Aroostook, the persons who 
sat at the receipt of customs absorbed all the 
receipts and $5,369 besides. At Frenchman's 
Bay, the expenditure of $6,847 yielded a ro- 
turn of $352. At Waldoborough, the corre- 
sponding figures were $8,071 and $3,287. At 
Wiscagset, they were $4,117 and $358; and 
at Machias they were $5,502 and $3,823. 
Belfast makes a little better showing, for its 
deficit was only $992. But the Castine force 
more than balances this anomaly by cheerily 
expending $7,591, and drawing on Uncle Sam 
for the $6,646 différence between this sum 
and the receipts. Finally, at Kennebunk, 
at Saco, and at York, the amount collected 
was no dollars and no cents, while the re 
spective salaries were $1,667, $1,495, and 
6378. The Maine balance-sheet stands in 
this way: Three of the fourteen custom. 
houses pay more than they cost; eleven do 
not pay as much; and three of the latter pay 
nothing at all. R 

No other State in the Union is as badly off 
in this respect as Maine, but there are many 
useless, and worse than useless, custom- 
houses scattered around the country. The 
net loss at Gloucester, Mass., in 1874, was 
$9,547. Barnstable comes close upon this 
with a deficit of nearly $9,000. The Edgar- 
town Custom-House costs, in salaries and ex- 
penses, 86,000 a year more than the collections 
at that port. Somebody in Sag Harbor, 
N. I., gets $2,442 @ year, and reports 
not a cent of collections. Great Egg and 
Little Egg Harbors resemble each other in 
not yielding a cent of revenue, but the small 
egg beats the big one im its cost. The ro- 
spective expenses are $6,121 and $2,156. 80 
runs the story. There is no use in pursuing 
it further, Oustom-houses of this sort can 
be found in every seaboard State. If pro- 
posed retrenchment is to be made real, every 
port of entry in which the revenue received 
fails to equal the cost of collection should 
be promptly closed.

SPECIE PAYMENTS IN TEN OB FIFTEEN YEARS. 
Te te Editor of Phe Chicaco Tribune: 

Cm10aco, Jane 8.—Are not people deluding 
themselves with the idea that.the time of specie 
payments ia near at hand? What is there to 
show that we are even preparing for or ap- 
proaching a specie basis with auy certainty of 
its accomplishment in 1879? Has not the 
premium of goid steadily advanced ever since 
the passage of the Specie-Payment bill, and is 
not the public debt (counting interest) increas- 
ing rather than diminishing? Surely, these 
things do not indicate a very rapid stride to- 
wards the gold and silver age. The June 1 
statement of Secretary Bristow shows ‘a public 
debt amounting to over $2, 240, 000. 000 had been 
decreased during the month of May less than $1,-
